DANISH  SEEDS 


THE  importation  of  seeds  from  Denmark  has  been  hampered 
more  this  year  than  ever  before,  partly  because  of  the  very 
poor  connections  with  that  country  and  partly  because  of 
the  very  poor  seed  harvest  in  Denmark.  Danish  seed  growers 
have  to  secure  an  export  license  from  their  government  for  all 
seeds  they  send,  and  many  varieties  are  entirely  shut  off  from 
exportation.  We  have  only  a very  limited  supply  of  the  imported 
seeds  this  year,  and  urge  everybody  to  send  in  their  orders  as  soon 
as  in  any  way  possible,  as  the  supplies  are  not  expected  to  last  long. 
For  some  varieties  of  seeds  the  germination  is  not  of  a very  high 
standard.  The  prices  are  somewhat  higher  than  usual,  but  figuring 
the  cost  of  small  seeds  sufficient  to  a crop  from  an  acre,  it  is  easy 
to  see  that  the  price  of  seeds  does  not  make  a very  high  figure 
compared  with  the  other  expenses.
